ZolllcoACr's He treat. 


A Louisville correspondent of the Chica- 


go Tribane givesjtie following vivid descrip- 
tion of the retreat of the rebel general' 
Zollicofter :„ • 


The retreat of Gen. Zollicoffer has proved 


to be most disastrous and bloody. A let- 
ter from Camp Wild Cat, dated Friday last, 
sayS'he" had left his dead and dying strewn 
along the road from that point to Barboure- 
ville. It is estimated that 1000 men per- 
ished in the retreat alone, and that his loss 
in the battle and the retreat will amount to 
1,500 
men. The retreat began early on 


Tuesday moruing. The dead were left on 
the field to be buried by the Union troops. 
The field was literally strewn with them. 
They must have fought, like fienclg. The 
execution was terrible, and the wounded 
were few. The effects of the long balls— 
he Minie—are represented to have been 
nost terrible. Bodies were perforated find 
skulls were broken into half adozen pieces, 
tfany features it was impossible to recog- 
lize, 
The grape and canister of the artil- 


ery had also found many victims. They 
were found lying on the hili side in groups. 
It appeared as if the bodies on falling had 
rolled down the steep sides of the hill, and 
thus piled up on duo another. The road 
was blocked with them, ami the Tennessee 
regiments in pursuit rushed over the bodies 
of their former friends and acquaintances. 
Two pieces of artillery and all the camp 
equipage, with many arms, knapsacks, and 
other materials, were left by the rebels in 
their precipitate flight. 


But the retreat was the most trying or 


deal which the rebels had to undergo. The 
farmers, whom for weeks past they had op- 
pressed, aroused by the report of the victo- 
ry, gathered along the road to give a part 
ing blow, and from Wild Cat to Barbours- 
ville the rebel army run the gauntlet.— 
From every tree and rock upon the road 
side the sharp crack of the farmers' rilie 
greeted them and sealed a rebel's fate. 
It 


is said that the retreat was one continued 
fight, in which the poor devils had no chance 
whatever. Ambuscades opened their fires 
upon them from every side and quarter, and 
they felt what it was to retreat through u 
hostile country. 
Like tho English who 


came to subjugate at Lexington, Mass., thev 
pushed on in haste, flying from the storm 
of bullets that beat in upon them at every 
step. They heeded not who fell. 
They 


pushed on, each man for himself, seekin" 
safety in the hills of the Gap. The bullet 
of tho famous rifle sped on its mission. 
The doomed man sank without a murmur, 
us if exhausted. His following fellows step- 
ped over his body and hurried on, nor stop- 
ped to pluck his weapon from his dying 
grasp. They lightly sprang over the fallen 
body of a steed that a moment before with 
dilated nostrils snuffed danger to its mas 
ter, and then fell unheeded by him who had 
ridden him. The retribution for onr re- 
treat of three months ago had'come. On 
the 21st of the month, three months an-o, 
otu- men had retreated to Washington ; "on 
the 21st of the month they also retreated. 
But this retreat was far more terrible. 
The 


shame of our arms in Virginia has been 
wiped out in Kentucky. 


It is not improbable that Gen. 
Zollicoffer 


has fallen, though there is no information 
to that effect. 
HP. was well known -in the 


mountains. His features and form are nol 
likely to be forgotten by those who have 
seen him, even when they have less incen- 
tive to remember him than have the moun- 
taineers of Kentucky. 


There are other mountaineers that Gen. 


Xollicoffer and his band have need to fear. 
There is no doubt that the people of Easl 
Tennessee are again armed. A lady from 
Knoxvillo reports that since the departure 
of Zollicoffer for Kentucky, the Union men 
have organized and in a measure armed 
themselves. 
When the garrisons with 


which Zollicofler had 'occupied East Ten- 
nessee and with'which he had hoped to 
quiet the strong Union feeling there, were 
withdrawn for the purpose of involving 
Kentucky, these unionists again put on 
their former boldness. Deprived of arms, 
thev made rough weapons for themselves. 
It looks like exaggeration to say of what 
the weapons^ were made and of what they 
mainly consisted. It has been so common 
to talk of our -fathers turning their plow- 
shares into swords that it appears ridicu- 
lous in this age to assert that these men 
have made knives and swords out of the 
scythe _ blades. 
But 
my lady informant 


—a fair rebel herself—slates positively 
that such is the case. Every blacksmith 
shop in the country is engaged in shaping 
these agricultural implements into huge 
knives that appear horrible in her eyes, and 
not only had these men made preparations, 
but emboldened they had made demonstra- 
tions rather terrifying in their nature. Iu 
Sevier county, two weeks since, the Union 
men had'seized, tried, condemned and pub- 
licly hung four men charged with persecu- 
ting Union citezeus. Many of the more 
prominent rebels have fled from Knoxville. 
No rebel suspects Bxownlow of honesty of 
purpose in -supporting the .candidates foz 
the rebel CongresSj and the silence of Nel- 
son, Badger, and others, they think exceed- 
ingly ominous. • 
. . ' . " ' "

One of them 
read to me a letter which he had just re- 
ceived from his wife, in which she begged 
and entreated him to come home. The 
joor man read it with tears in bis eyes. 
STow, wives and mothers of Wisconsin! 
on should have a higher sense of your 
mission in this war than to sadden and 
distress your loved ones thus on your ac- 
count, and all to DO purpose.

STBtrcTioxs RELATIVE TO FUGITIVE SLAVES. 
—The following order was sent out with 
the commanders of the forces accompany- 
ing the expedition : 


WAR DEPARTMENT, Oct. 14, 1861. 


SIB : In conducting military operations 


within states declared by the proclamation 
of the president to be iii a state ol insurrec- 
tion, you will govern yourself, so far as per- 
sons held to service under the laws of such 
states are concerned, by the principles of 
the letters addressed by me to Major Gen. 
Butler on the 30th of May and the 8th of 
August, copies of which are herewith fur- 
nished you. As special directions, adapted 
to special circumstances, cannot be given, 
much must be referred to your own discre- 
tion, as commanding general of the expe- 
dition. You will, however, in general avail 
yourselves of the services of any persons, 
whether fugitives from labor or not, who 
may offer them to the national government; 
you will employ such persons in such ser- 
vices as they may be fitted for, cither as 
employees, or, if special circumstances seem 
to require it, in any other capacity, with 
such organization, in squads, companies, 
or otherwise, as you deem most beneficial 
to the service. This, however, not to mean 
a general arming of them for .military ser- 
vice. You will assure all loyal masters 
that congress will provide -just compcnsa 
tion to them for the loss of tho services of 
the persons so employed. It is believed 
that the course thns indicated will best se- 
cure the substantiallmferestg-of loyal mas- 
ters, and the benefits to the United States 
of the services of _all. disposed: to support 
the government, while it avoids all inter- 
ference with the social systems of local iu 
stitutions of every state, beyond that which 
the insurrection makes unavoidable, and 
which a restoration of peaceful relations to 
the Union, under the constitution, will im- 
mediately remove.

Zolllconer's Retreat. 


A Louisville correspondent of the Chica- 


go Tribune gives the following vivid descrip- 
tion of the retreat of the rebel general' 


Zollicoffer:. 


The retreat of Gen. Zollicoffer has proved 


to be most disastrous and bloody. 
A let- 


ter from Gamp Wild Cat, dated Friday last, 
says he had left his dead and dying strewn 
along the road from that point to Barbonrs- 
ville. 
It is estimated that 1000 men per- 


ished in the retreat alone, and that his loss 
in the battle and the retreat will amount to 
1,500 men. 
The retreat began early on 


Tuesday morning. 
The dead were left on 


:he field to be buried by the Uiiion troops. 
The field was literally strewn with them. 
They must have fought like fiends. The 
execution was terrible, and the wounded 
were few. 
The effects of the long balls— 


he Minie—are represented to have been 
nost terrible. 
Bodies were perforated and 


ikulls were broken into half a dozen pieces, 
daily features it was impossible to recog- 
lize. 
The grape aud canister of the artil- 


ery had also found many victims. 
They 


were found lying on the hill side in groups. 
It appeared as if the bodies on fulling had 
rolled down the steep sides of the hill, and 
thus piled up on ona another. 
The ro.iJ 


was blocked with them, and the Tennessee 
regiments in pursuit rushed over the bodies 
of their former friends and acquaintances. 
Two pieces of artillery and all the camp 
equipage, with many arms, kuapsacks, anil 
other materials, were left by the rebels in 
their precipitate flight. 


But the retreat was the most trying or 


deal which the rebels had to undergo. 
The 


farmers, whom for weeks past they had op- 
pressed, aroused by the report of the victo-

ter, and then fell unheeded by him who hail 
ridden him. The retribution for onr re- 
treat of three months ago had come. 
On 


the 21st of the month, three months ago, 
our men had retreated to Washington ; on 
the 21st of the month they also retreated. 
But this retreat was far more terrible. 
The 


shame of our arms in Virginia has been 
wiped out in Kentucky. 


It is not improbable that Gen./ollicofler 


has fallen, though there is no information 
to that effect. 
Ho was well known in the 


mountains. 
His features and form are not 


likely to be forgotten by those who have 
seen him, even when they have less incen- 
tive to remember him than have the moun- 
taineers of Kentucky. 


There are other mountaineers that Gen. 


XollicoHTer and his baud have need to fear. 
There is no doubt that the people of Kasl 
Tenuessee are again armed. 
A lady from 


Knoxville reports that since the departure 
of Xollicofi'er for Kentucky, the Union men 
have organized and in a measure nrmed 
themselves. 
When 
the 
garrisons 
with 


which Zullicofler had occupied East Ten- 
nessee and with which he had hoped to 
quiet the strong Union feeling there, were 
withdrawn 
for the purpose of involving 


Kentucky, these unionists again put on 
their former boldness. 
Deprived o( arms, 


thev made rough weapons for themselves. 
It looks like exaggeration to say of what 
the weapons were made and of what they 
mainly consisted. 
It has been so common 


to talk of our fathers turning their plow- 
shares into swords that it appears ridicu- 
lous in this age to assert that these men 
have made knives and swords out of the 
scythe blades. 
But 
my lady informant 


—a fair 
rebel herself—states 
positively 


that such is the case. 
Every blacksmith 


shop in the country is engaged in shaping 
these agricultural implements into huge 
knives that appear horrible in her eyes, and 
not only had these men made preparations, 
but emboldened they had made demonstra- 
tions rather terrifying in their nature.

Sevier county, two weeks since, the Union 
men had seized, tried, condemned and pub- 
licly hung four men charged with persecu- 
ting Union citezeus.

prominent rebels have fled from Knoxville. 
No rebel suspects Brownlow of honesty of 
purpose in supporting tho candidates for 
the rebel CongresSj and the silence of Nel- 
son, Badger, and others, they think exceed- 
ingly ominous.

Our men are often 


made very sad by the sad letters they get 
from wife, sister or mother. One of them 
read to me a letter which he had just re- 
ceived from his wife, in which she betjytJ. 
and entreated him to come home. The 
poor man read it with tears iu his eyes. 
Now, wives and mothers of Wisconsin! 
vou should have a higher sense of your 
mission in this war than to sadden and 
distress your loved ones thus on your ac 
count, and all to no purpose.

STRWTIOSS RELATIVE TO FUGITIVE SLAVES. 
—The following order was sent out with 
the commanders of the forces accompany- 
111" the expedition : 


WAR DEPARTMENT, Oct. 14, 1801. 


SIR: In conducting military operations 


within states declared by the proclamation 
of the president to be in a state ol insurrec- 
tion, you will govern yourself, so far as per- 
sons held to service under the laws of auch 
states are concerned, by the principles of 
the letters addressed by me to Major Gen. 
Butler on the 30th of May and the 8th of 
August, copies of which are herewith fur- 
nished you. As special directions, adapted 
to special circumstances, cannot be given, 
much must be referred to your own discre- 
tion, as commanding general of the expe- 
dition. 
You will, however, in general avail 


yourselves of the services of any persons, 
whether fugitives from labor or not, who 
may offer them to the national government; 
you will employ such persons in such ser- 
vices as they may be fitted for, either as 
employees, or, if special circumstances seem 
to require it, in any other capacity, with 
such organization, in squads, companies, 
or otherwise, as yon deem most beneficial 
to the service. This, however, not to mean 
a general arming of them for military ser- 
vice. You will assure all loyal masters 
that congress will provide -just compensa- 
tion to them for the loss of the services of 
the persons so employed. It is believed
